If, on putting it into the 
barn, there is. danger of ‘heating in the’ 
mow, put on some salt. Cattle will like it 
none the less. Heat, light, and dry winds 
will soon teke the starch and sugar, which 
constitute the goodness of the hay, out of 
it;-and the addition of showers renders it 
almost worthless. Grass cured with the 
least exposure to the drying winds and | 
searching sunshine, is more nutricious than 
if longer exposed, however good the weather 
may be. If ever cured, it contains more 
woody fibre and less nutritive matter. The 
true art of hay-making, then, consists in 
cutting the grass when the starch and sugar 
are most fully developed, and before they 
are converted into seed and woody fibre; 
and curing it to the point, when it will an- 
swer to put it into the barn without a 
and no more.

CHINA. 

Our advices from Hongkong are to2lst July. Political 
affairs had undergone noimprovement. It was supposed 
by some, a short time since, that the collision between 
the allied armies and the rebels or Taipings would lead 
to some definite and general results; but such has not 


attempt anything effective, were it deemed desirable on 
their part to do so, and if we may judge from the tone 
of the press in that country, there is a strong feeling of 
opposition to any sueh attempt. The proceedings of the 
military forces in their late attacks upon the Taipings are 
regarded and spoken of with disfavor. At the above 
date, however, all aggressive movements had ceased, and 
the allied troops were entrenched at Shanghae and its 
immediate vicinity. The weather had become very hot 
and wet, quite unfavorable to military operations if any 
were designed. The prevalence of sickness also had im- 
posed a severe check, but this was apparently subsiding. 

In the immediate vicinity of Shanghae the people were 
suffering from want; occasioned in-part by the outrages 
committed by the French troops, and generally by the 
aggressive policy of the allies. Prior tothe inanguration 
of this policy, a professedly neutral course had been pur- 
‘sued. Wesay professedly, fora manifest leaning towards 
imperial authority has been repeatedly noted, yet overt 
acts of opposition to the Taipings were generally 

from. It can searéely be doubted that had not the Brit- 
ish authorities forbidden the approach of the rebels to 
the ports opened to foreign trade by treaty stipulations.

Great misapprehension seemsto have existed th certain 
quarters, and is now freely admitted, in regard to the 
character and conduct.of the Taipings. The severest

fairest portions of the empire. It appears, however, if 
we may judge by recent reports, that with the exception 
of such excesses as are naturally to be expected from 
semi-barbarous nations in times of war npon the capture 
of towns and cities, and which are by no means peculiar 
to the Taipings; their conduct will compare favorably 
with that of their adversaries, whether British, French 
or Imperialists. It seems quite certain that order and 
security to life and property, and the exercise of good 
faith immediately ensue under their sway, and the peo- 
ple—the inhabitants of the country—aiter the first alarm 
has subsided, are represented as happy and contented. 
It cannot, moreover, be disputed that since 1853 the rebels 
have been in possession of Nankin, the ancient capital of | 
the empire, seated upon the Yang-tse-kiang, and of seve- 
ral of the most productive provinces on that great river. 
The wealth of these. provinces, as well as of those be- 
yond, still under Tartar rule, has, nevertheless, found it, | 
outlet at Shanghae_ without molestation not only, butin | 
enlarged Volume.
